ENGLAND'S TURN AT POLITICS 
Most Americans, viewing the forthcoming 
British elcotlona, probably find themselves In 
the frame of mind of the average English- 
man during our presidential campaign last 
faJi. 

At that time many of the mllllong who 
voted for Governor Dewey were Irked by what 
they considered British attempts to Influence 
the election by expressing opinions on mat- 
ters that didn't concern them. They resented 
the fact that the English looked at American 
campaign issues only in the light of Amer- 
. Ica'a foreign policy and conduct of the war, 
when as a matter of fact domestic postwar 
economy was the chief controversial Issue In- 
volved. 

Now most of us can understand how the 
English felt. Americans know Mr. Churchill 
mainly as Britain's wartime leader. The ma- 
jority of them, undoubtedly consider him a 
courageous, Inspiring, able and eloquent 
leader whasc virtues far outweigh his short- 
comings. They don't llfce the Idea of his 
strong guiding hand being removed at a time 
when the British Empire still has a war to 
finish, and when postwar Europe's political 
turbulence urgently requires British solidarity 
and strength. 

But let us maintain the sane, dispassionate 
attitude that many Americans asked of their 
English neighbors last autumn. And let us 
also hope that the English may learn some- 
. thing from us and our recent experience In 
domestic politics. 

We should try to remember that England's 
present political differences, like ours, are 
primarily of a domestic nature. Mr. Church- 
Ill's foreign policy Is aimed at preserving the 
empire In status quo ante bellum. With this 
the English public seems generally to ogree. 

But there Is clearly a largo segment of the 
English public whose views, are reflected In 
the Labor Party's progrnih of partial nation- 
alization of Industry, tighter control of bank- 
ing and monopolies, and a more socialistic, 
state-controlled economy such as Sir William 
Bevertdge has proposed. 

The clash between incompatable foreign 
and domestic policies In England has been a 
long time brewing. Now that It's here, Ameri- 
can purveyors of public and private opinion 
might remember tliat the English know the 
pros and cons of the situation better than wo, 
and that It Is their own particular business 
to settle it.

For nearly four years, electric appliances have 
been made only for the armed services and for war 
workers' housing, A few now are coming on the 
market. In the next few months, there will be 
enough to meet critical civilian needs. 

Electric Ranges and Floor Lamps were among 
the first to be authorized for manufacture. Electric 
Water Heaters are now available in some localities, 
but under restricted sale conditions, Sonne Wash- 
ing Machines may be In stock by next Fall, Refrig- 
erators are still scarcest of ail large appliances, and 
probably will not be on the market until next year. 

Most of these are pre-war, 1941 models. The 
new designs and models won't be out until — well, 
we hesitate to predict but It will be at least late 
1 946 before you can buy many of them. 

So — it's still very wise to take good care of 
what you have, to call a service man before small 
■troubles become major breakdo\vns. Until the war 
In the Pacific is nearer wori, we'll all have to do with" 
what we have.
